It may be found that certain subject matter should be modified 
or eliminated or that the present four days of instruction is too 
short or unduly long* Since this is a pilot session, CIA is parti- 
cularly interested in class reaction. Participants are asked to note 
their reactions to lectures, assess content in terms of course 
objectives, and offer any suggestions which might lead to improve- 
ment.
